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The Curtain Rises Over a New 
Era of Politics 


The year in politics was one of great confusion. 
It was a year filled with turmoil, but, at the same 
time, one of unity. Congress approved the nomina- 
tion of David Souter for a seat in the Supreme 
Court, and we grieved over the suffering in Roma- 
nia caused by Ceausescu's Regime. We eagerly 
awaited the reunification of Germany, and we 
despaired over the increasing homicide rate across 
the nation. Akihito ascended the throne as the 
125th Emperor of Japan, and Margaret Thatcher 
resigned from her post as Prime Minister of En- 
gland after eleven years. Banks in New England 
struggled to remain open in a recessive economy, 
and Haiti held its first democratic elections. 
George Bush stopped asking us to "read his lips" 
when he raised taxes. 

Despite the hopes that arose due to Mikhail 
Gorbachev's acceptance of the Nobel Peace Prize 
for his progressive policies, the Soviet Union was 
soon in turmoil as the Baltic States started a revolt 
in an attempt to win their independence. 

The world watched in horror as a crisis devel- 
oped after Iraqi President Saddam Hussein invaded 
Kuwait on August 2, 1990. Several nations joined 
together in an attempt to force Iraq out of Kuwait. 
Allied troops, predominately composed of Ameri- 
cans, were deployed to Saudi Arabia while U.N. 
sanctions were implemented against Iraq. After 
attempts for a peaceful solution to the conflict 
failed, , the Allies attacked on January 16, 1991 at 
7 pm. Fortunately, the war was short, as George 
Bush declared a cease-fire during the early morning 
hours of February 28, 1991. The Allies claimed 
victory and suffered miraculously few casualties; 
however, possibly hundreds of thousands Iraqis 
were killed, and the quest for stability and peace in 
the Middle East continues.

Letters supporting legislation | 
to allow extended visas for Chinese students have 
been mailed to Senators Kennedy and Kerry, while 
table sitters collected money for the Chinese De- 
mocracy Fund.

Students Against Apartheid is one of Lincoln-Sucbury’s 
longest running student organizaations. Members of SAA are dedi- 
cated to the emancipation of modern day South Africa. Our goal is 
simple: to educate the LIncoln-Sudbury- Boston communities of the 
events taking place in South Africa. 

Contrary to popular belief, apartheid still exists. Though the 
African National Congress’ leader, Nelson Mandela, has been re- 
leased form prison- the South African diivision of classes still exists. 

In South Africa the classes are divided by race totaling 
30,780,000 citizens. Broken down by the classist system the num- 
bers are: African (22,500,000), Whites (4,400,000), Coloured 
(3,000,000), and Natives (880,000). In South Africa, every person is 
officially classified by the government based on his/her race. The four 
basic categories consist of African, white, coloured (mixed-race) and 
indian (natives). | 

Last year, SAA soponsored the first annual “all school march” | 
(every year a different theme with a differnt club sponsor.) The 
theme: No Easy Walk (based on Mandela’s book No Easy Walk to 
Freedom) — helping to fight racism home and abroad.

Yearbook on the eutting edge 


Lincoln-Sudbury staff uses computers only

UDBURY - Unbeknown to most people in 
the school and the community, the year- 
book staff at Lineoln-Sudbury High School 
is one of the most sophisticated in the na- 
tion. 

Last Monday, they were camped out in the back 
room of the Audio/Visual department, working on 
deadline. Unlike so many other yearbook staffs 
across the country, however, they were not im- 
mersed in paste-up tools, scraps of paper and black- 
and-white photographs. 

Rather, while quietly typing at computer termi 
nals, passing the pretzels and listening to Suzanne 
Vega recordings, they were putting together the first 
Lincoln-Sudbury yearbook to be created entirely on 
computer, 

“Across the country, there are quite a few schools 
that use computers, but as far as desktop publishing 
goes, J think they are on the cutting edge.” said John 
Jeister, a sales representative for Jostens, the Min- 
neapolis-based company that prints more than half of 
the nation’s high-school yearbooks and about 70 
percent of those in Massachusetts 

Lincoln-Sudbury, in fact, has one of the most so 
phisticated systems anywhere in the United States, 
according to Neister. He said the software the Lin- 
coln-Sudbury students are using is PageMaker, “a 
professional desktop publishing program” that can 
be found throughout the publishing industry making 
everything from newsletters to books to calendars.
